The reply, it is said, will also point 
out that Provisional President Huert;; 
has no legal right to accede to tlif 
demands. 
The-informant says it was decided

claration that General Huerta intends 
to increase the Mexican army to 500,- 
Ot)0 men. 
The final stages of the negotiations 
between 
Mexico and

States are to be participated in per- 
sonally at short range by John Lind. 


Seres of Delays. 
The series of delays in Provisional 
President Huerta's formal answer to 
the "United States and the 
lack of 
definite action which wou'd indicate 
his attitude in face .of the demand? 
made has been annoying to President 
Wilson's personal representative.

ner, not following the ordinary diplo- 
matic course and Mr. Lind's sudden 
appearance in the federal capitol is 
assumed to be due to h4s desire to 
bring things quickly to a clearly de 
fined point.

Speaker at Purity Congress at Minne 


apolis Urges a Commission on 


Morals for Every State,

Minneapolis, Nov. 7.—"Public im- 
morality is a problem, with which tile 
tates must deal," said 
Herbert S 
iernert of Now York, who delivered 
.he principal address at the morning 
session today. 
"The federal government is doing a 
great wo.lik in this field, but it is seri- 
iiisly handicapped by the limitations 
f the constitution, the large terri- 
ory toibe covered, and.the extent to 
vhich the evil has grown," he con- 
inued. "The state police powers are 
inlimited, while the outlay by each to 
pntrol the evil would be compara- 
ively small." 


Need Morality Safeguard. 
"Public morality is not unlike pub- 
ic health, public business, or public 
afety in the institutions which must 
ontrol it. 
In our plan of govern- 
nent this duty devolves upon 
the 
•arious states and today we have oui 
epartments of health, our state com- 
itssioners of railroads and of insur- 
nce, and our boards ot! public safetv, 
ut not so with public morality.

RACINE CASE APPLIES 


Jurisdiction and Position of Railroad 


Commission Upheld by Su- 


preme Court—Hearing 


Nov. 24. 


The objections of the 
Janesville 
Water Company 'to the purchase of 
their plant and property by the city 
of Janesville under the public utilities 
law, as filed with the state railroad 
commission have been overruled by 
the commission which has ordered a 
further hearing pand investigation of 
the Janesville case, the date of which 
being Nov. 24 at the office of, the com- 
mission at Madison. 
In the decision of the commission 
arrived at on 'Thursday, a copy of 
which was received by City Attorney 
W. H. Dougherty today, it'is set forth 
that, the position and contentions of 
the railroad commission were fully 
upheld by the 
Wisconsin 
supreme 
court in the Racine water works case, 
and that this decision is applicable 
in all its points to the Janesville sit- 
uation. 
The decision of the railroad com- 
mission in the Janesville matter con- 
tains, in addition to the order for a 
further investigation, a brief history 
of the case in its course before the 
commission and a summary of the 
objections filed by ;the attorneys for 
the local water company. As it is a 
complete vindication of the attitude 
and position taken by the city admin- 
istration in the matter, it is given in 
full below: 
"On the 23d day of January, 1913, 
the City of Janesville filed notice with 
the Commission setting forth that the 
said city had determined to acquire 
the water plant of the'Janesville Wa- 
ter Company, which 
determination 
was made by the votes of a majority 
of the electors of the City of Janes- 
ville, voting on said question at the 
general spring -election held in the 
said city on the 2d day of April, 1912, 
at which election the question of the 
purchase of, such plant was duly sub- 
mitted, and that the 'Janesville Water 
Company was at trie time of said elec- 
tion and determination operating un- 
der an indeterminate permit 
under 
and in accordance with the provisions 
of the Public Utility Law, and has by 
reason of the acceptance of sucli per- 
mit consented to the taking over of 
such plant by the said City of Janes- 
ville. 


"Upon the filing of said notice the 
hearing was fixed for the Sth day oE 
May, 
1913, and due notice of such 
hearing given to all parties 
inter- 
ested, in accordance wifh the provis- 
ions of Chapter 499, Laws of 1907 and 
acts amendatory thereof and supple- 
mentary thereto. 


"The Janesville Water Company on 
the 2Stli day of February, 1913, filed 
with the Commission objection to the 
proceeding on the ground that the 
Commission has no jurisdiction there- 
of for the reasons 


(1) That the City of Janesville, at 
the general spring election held in 
said City on the 2d day of April, 1912, 
did not determine to acquire the wa- 
ter plant of Janesville "Water Com- 
pany, nor the property of said Com- 
pany and public utility, but that on 
the contrary the question that' was 
submitted to the voters at said elec- 
tion and the only question then or at 
any other election voted upon was as 
follows,' to-wit: 
"Shall the City of 


Janesville 
purchase 
the 
JanesVille 
Water Company" and that the matter 
of the acquisition or purchase by said 
City of the Water Plant or property 
of said company has never been sub- 
mitted to a vote of the electors of 
said City of Janesville, as required 
by law. 


f2) 
The matter of payment by the 
City of 
the 
Just 
compensation to 
which the Janesville Water Company 
would be entitled for the /property 
proposed to be taken has never been 
considered, voted upon or determined 
by the electors, or by the common 
council of the city, as required by 
law. 


(3) 
No fund has been provided by 
law, or by a vote of,the electors or 
of the common council of the city 
out of which just compensation ma'y 
be made to, or secured by, the Janes- 
ville Water Company for the prop- 
erty proposed to be taken, as required 
by law. 


(4) 
The City of Janesville has not, 
at any time, either before or since 
the giving of notice of its option to 
purchase and acquire the property of 
the Janesville Water Company, made 
provision for 
the 
payment of just 
compensation therefor, required to be 
made by Sec. 13 of Art. 1, and by Sec. 
3 of Art. XI of the Constitution of the 
State of Wisconsin.

(5) 
The City of Janesville, at the 
time the election herein referred to 
was held, and at the time of the adop- 
tion by its common council of the 
resolution and notice 
served 
upon 
said Janesville Water 
Company as 
above stated, was without power, un- 
der Section 3 of Article XI of the 
Constitution of the State of Wiscon- 
sin, and now is without power to in- 
cur the indebtedness it proposed to 
incur in this proceeding. 


By stipulation of the parties, the 
hearing was continued until the 10th 
day of June, 1913. At the time of the 
hearing it was agreed that the objec- 
tions should be considered before 'the 
offering of any testimony in the pro- 
ceeding.

The City of Janesville was repre- 
sented by W. H. Dougherty, City At- 
torney, and the Janesville Water Com- 
pany ijy M. G. Jeffris and C A. Oest- 
rejch, its attorneys. 


The objection interposed to the jur- 
isdiction of the commission raises the 
same questions that : were presented 
m the Racine case (11 W. R. C. R 
J;4o) 
In the recent decision in David 
U Janes vs. City of Racine, the su- 
preme court affirmed the position of 
the commission and disposed of the 
objection adversely to the contention 
of the Racine Water Company. The 
reasons 
assigned by the court are 
here applicable, and the ruling in that 
case is controlling here. 


Under the circumstances the objec- 
tion is over rilled and further hearing 
and investigation will take place at

Census Bureau is Not Ready to Re 


port Quantity on Hand on 
October 1. 


ISVECIAL TO T.HE GAZETTE.] 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 7 —Direc- 
tor William J. Harris, of the Bureau 
ot the Census, announces the comple- 
tion of the canvass for the collection 
ot the statistics of the quantity of leaf 
tobacco on hand October 1, 1913. 
These statistics are collected as of 
April 1 and October 1 of .>ach year. 
The dealers and manufacturers are 
allowed by the law thirty days in 
which to make the reports'. 
There 
are, however, aiways a number who 
either unintentionally or wilfully, ne- 
glect to make the census reports un- 
til they are repeatedly reminded ot 
the requirements of the law, and in 
some cases it has been necessary to 
threaten to enforce the penal provi- 
sions. Under th,ese conditions, it has 
always been difficult to obtain the re- 
ports for all of the establishments 
carrying tobacco. 
For the report of April 1 the can- 
vass was not closed until 
May 22 
The greater rapidity with which the 
vork has been completed for the can- 
vass of October 1 is due to the more

WALTER. RALEIGH is 
the 
•world's greatest 
example of what 
can be accomplished by politeness. 
Born in 1552 in a peculiar}- unhealthy 
time, owing to the general hostility 
prevailing he eked .out a precarious 
living by fighting and discovering un- 
til about 160S, when he returned from 
America with the price of a few 
week's board and lodging in his pock- 
ets, and while walking on. the palace 
grounds discovered Queen Elizabeth 
hesitating before a muddy spot where 
the lawn sprinkler had flooded the 
vicinity. 


Sir Walter had .only one mantle and 
owed his tailor for that, but he did 
not hesitate. Hastily removing it he 
laid it on the mud and be?ged the 
Queen to walk over it. She did so 
and while Walter hastened to the 
cleaners through the alleys the Queen 
went back to her palace and appoin- 
ted him gentleman—in waiting, dis-

poundmaster. second assistant post- 
master-general and congressman from 
seven districts. She also sent him 
a new suit of clothes. 
Sir Walter Raleigh was now made 
man,, but he did not bask in society 
and spend his time idly driving his 
racing car over the common people. 
He continued to explore and discover 
with great zeal and soon became so 
well acquainted with America that he 
would find the- site of New York City 
in a few months from any given point 
without a guide. He co'onized sever- 
al ;southern islands,, but owing to the 
promptness with which the colonists

died volunteers ran out and he had 
great 
difficulty 
in 
selling enough 
town lots to found the city of Ral- 
eish,. North Carolina. 


Sir Walter led a busy life for fif- 
teen years,, helping to put the royal 
kibosh on the Spanish Armada and 
fighting 
up. and down the map of 
the world with great energy to the in- 
tense 
disgust 
of 
Spain. He dis- 
covered tobacco, and introduced it in 
England,, but 'was not guilty of roll- 
ing cigarettes. All would have been 
well for him if Elizabeth had not 
died. Her nephew,, who took . over 
the stock,, fixtures and good will of 
the Empire,, looked coldly on Raleigh 
and declined to fall .for the coat, game 
or any other form, of polietness. 
He 
stuck Sir Walter into prison where 
the latter lived for thirteen years 
writin-; poetry and books and feeling 
for his head each morning nervous- 
ly as he awoke. Finally he was re- 
leased because of some skillful press 
agent work concerning some of the 
king's mines .in Gnina, and burned a 
Spanish town to show his gratitude. 
However, 
the 
Spanish ambassador 
was a friend of the king's, and this 
proved his undoing. He was tried 
for murder, arson, 
malfeasance in 
office, treason, and on suspicion of 
being a. suffragette and was beheaded 
October 29, 1617, with great eclat, gr. 
ing through , the ceremony with a 
grace and courtesy which endeared 
him to all. 


Sir Walter was a perfect gentle- 
man through all his life to all except 
Spaniards, and deserved a better fate.

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BUYING MOVEMENT 


SLIGHTLY ABATED 


Best of Tobacco Crop Contracted for 


Within the Past Two 


Weeks. 


At last there has come an abate- 
ment in the buying movement on the 
Wisconsin tobacco market. The slow- 
ing up must follow of necessity for 
the reason that most oi' the crop is 
contracted for and it is quite evident 
that the cream of the offerings is en- 
tirely disposed of. The rush is not 
entirely over, however, and 
recent 


sales have *een made at the same 
high prices which marked the first 
scramble. Plenty of crops have been 
bought at 14 and 15 cents. 
The high prices paid will undoubt- 
edly have a marked effect on the to- 
bacco situation in the state at least 
as far as the grow;er is concerned. 
In regard to this the Edgerton Re- 
porter says: 


"A pure gift of a million or so dol- 
lars to the Wisconsin tobacco grow- 
ers is certainly not to he despised. 
It is mostly all outside money and it 


, falls where it will do a heap of good. 
' Already it is assured that the wheels 


of business in the tobacco 
growing 


sections will be nicely greased for 
the next twelve 
months, . hank ac- 


counts 
will 
be 
fattened, 
interest 


promptly paid and many luxuries in- 
dulged in that were not thought of." 


That the recent activity in the mar- 


ket has been a game of freeze-out 
for the small dealers is also the Re- 
porter's opinion: 


"When the price reaches 15 cents 


for raw Wisconsin tobacco from the 
fields no one but the manufacturers 
can stay in the game. So when that 
price came t'o be general several of 
the more conservative firms began to 
/drop out and the movement since has 
lost much of its force. 
It is only a 


question of a short time when "the 
big operators will have their orders 
nlled and at least 40 per cent of the 
crop will be left to take the best offer 
obtainable. 
There seems to be the 


usual amount of late and small leaf 
that generally finds a stemming mar- 
Ket, the price of which has not yet 
been fixed. The most of the large 
crops contained more or less of this 
class of leaf and it will be passing 
strange if the top price has not been 
Paid, for some of it, for in the hurry 
ot the buying close inspection of all 
sheds could hardly be expected. 
De- 
livery day will tell whether our sur- 
mises are correct or not. 


'If it were the intention of the big 
operators to put the price of the pres- 
ent crop so high as to effectually shut 
out the local packers, they have ad-

This inspired casuistry is of perpetu- 
al application. The question of days! 
and meats which caused such debate 
in the church at Rome is now a mat-! 
ter for antiquarians. But each suc-j 
ceeding era 
in 
the church has its 
strife over., matters indifferent. We, 
have a contrariety Of opinion in thel 
church today touching matters that in 
themselves are unimportant. 
It will 
not do for us to say, "You must de- 
cide such matters for yourself." That 
is shirking. On the other hand, it 
will not do for the church to answer 
questions of casuistry 
categorically. 
The church is not the conscience of 
the 
individual. 
"What shall we do, 
then? An appeal to t'ne Bible is always 
wise. Put before the mind of the in- 
quirer the Pauline principles of ethics 
as contained in the 14th chapter cf 
Romans. 
In matters 
which are the 
subject 
of explicit command in the 
Word of God the conscience has no 
vocation whatever. 
The 
question of 
doing or not doing is not debatable. 
Obedience is indispensable. 
All mat- 
ters upon which the salvation of the 
soul depends are subject of explicit 
revelation. Consequently the sphere 
of the conscience is largely in mat- 
ters intrinsically indifferent. In these 
indifferent matters the Christian, con- 
scious of his liberty, might, as far as 
he himself 
is concerned, take any 
course he pleased. 
But in the circle 
of his 
influence there is certainlv 
some friend 
not so free as himself 
who would be influenced prejudicially 
by the full 
exercise of his freedom. 
The principles of love and self-denial 
call upon him, within certain limits. 
to give 
up his liberty. Again, the 
Christian is to avoid a" course which 
would probably give ground for criti- 
cism. He must not only be good, but 
seem good. He must 
avoid the ap- 
pearance of evil. But such a course 
as this is demanded only in the case 
of a brother who is sincere. 
It is to 
be maintained with a view to finally 
"extricating him from his rank scru- 
ples;" for "the conscience is to be 
won, 
not conquered." 
He is to he 
cured of his scruples, too, not by bo- 
ing induced to violate them while they 
remain; "for lie that discerneth and 
putteth a difference between meats, is 
condemned if he eat." 
In every com- 
munity, however, there are those who 
take their petty whims and seek to 
foist them 
upon 
the conscience of 
others. It is one thing to acknow- 
ledge a brother as a fellow-Christian; 
it is quite another to accredit him as 
a spiritual teacher. 
Great harm has 
been done by allowing such persons to 
crowd their crude 
notions especially 
upon young believers. When 
such: 
persons substitute 
these 
indifferent] 
matters for the substance of the gos- 
pel, they are to be withstood. But the 
wisdom of the serpent is required in 
the method 
of resisting them, lest 
they pose as martyrs and win svm- 
pathy thereby.
